The book, written by Dr. Martin 


Oumperl, a practicing New York 
physician and former head of a Ber- 
Im clinic, is based on scientific in- 
lormalion which slipped through Ger- 
man censorship. 


"The fecundity of the German wo- 


man under the Third Reich," he as- 
serts, 'falls far below the record of 
the wretched year of economic 
1923, when for every thousand ..„ 
men capable of bearing children (that 
is, between the ages of 15 and 45) 
there were 82.3 births.

fortnight may show whether the Finns 
will survive or Bolshevism stride to 
the Atlantic. 


The real Red army, at last muster- 


ing its overwhelming strength, hopes 
to breach the Manncrheim zone before 
melting snow makes that area a quag- 
mire until May, and muddies up the 
rest of the frontier until June. Even 
then, though Finland's lakes will be 
ice-free and so impassable, her forests 
will be tinder for incendiary bombs. 


Respite now can save Finland then, 


only by bringing to her much stronger 
aid than now is coming, Stronger aid 
may come if by more Altmark inci- 
dents the Scandinavians are maneuver- 
ed into the war. 


Or the allies may decide they had 


best use Finland as a bridge into Rus- 
sia and Germany. To send an expedi- 
tionary force across that bridge would 


require perhaps two million shippmg 
tons monthly. But the attempt may bo 
made, to co-ordinate with action by 
the allies in the ... 


EAST—heightening suspense in the 


Balkans and Asia. For the present al- 
lied eastern aims are probably de- 
fense against German or Russian at- 
tacks to get Bessarabia, and Ruman- 
ian oil. Eventually there is probabil- 
ity of a Franco-British attack. 


An allied army of half a million is 


gathered in Syria and Egypt near 
enough to' move northeastward into 
the backdoor to Russia and Germany 
while Turkey lets French 
warships 


through the Dardanelles. Maybe it is 
months off, but against such a move 
with German help Russia strength- 
ens her defenses, and threatens India 
via Iran and Afghanistan.

Van Doren Stern

53.75). Tliis collection of about 275 
items is the largest available since 
I he famous Nicolay and Hay edition in 
1905. It is infinitely more interesting 
for the general reader, however, since 
all dull, repetitious material has been 
omitted. The following is a brief med- 
itation Lincoln wrote in September, 
1862, with no thought of publication: 


The will of God prevails. In great 


contests each party claims to act in 
accrodance with the will of God. 
Both may be, and one must be, 
wrong, God cannot be for and against 
the same thing at the same time. 


In the present Civil War it is 


quite possible that God's purpose is 
something different from the purpose 
of either party; and yet the human 
instrumentalities, working just as they 
do, are of the best adaptation to 
effect His purpose.

end yet. By His mere great power 
on the mlnda of the new eontes- 
or destroyed the Union without a hu* 
man contest.

On Ihe other hand, if he has made 


up his mind to run for a third term, 
a declaration to that effect while

Out of it may 
come a long overdue revision of 
the entire navy set-up. 


A special sub-committee of the house 


Naval Affairs Committee is currently 
beginning hearings on two plans for 
navy reorganization—one submitted by 
Congressman Vinson of Georgia, chair- 
man of the Naval Afairs Committee, 
the other by Congressman Maas of 
Minnesota, the • ranking Republican 
on the committee. 


These bills differ widely in de- 


tails, but both are aimed at the same 
defect—a system under which the navy 
lacks a central professional authority 
and does its work through a set of 
almost completely independent 
bu- 


reaus. 


Military Control Is Divided 


As things stand now, the navy act- 


ually has no one military head. The 
chief of naval operations is the high- 
est ranking officer, but he is only 
in charge of the operation of the 
fleet and the preparation of war plan- 
es. The nine bureaus through which 
the navy's routine work is done arc 
not responsible to him at all. 


Each one is headed by a rear ad- 


miral who is named by the President; 
each bureau has its own appropriat- 
ion. 


The bureaus, accordingly, are to a 


great extent their own bosses. The 
secretary of the navy has authority 
over them, but when there is a con- 
flict between two bureaus he is apt 
to get saddled with an intricate tech- 
nical problem he is not qualified to 
decide. 


Top-Heavy Destroyers Result 


Of System 


Out of all of this, according to com- 


petent critics, come such things as 
the top-heavy destroyers. (Those de- 
stroyers aren't really top-heavy, by the 
way, in the sense that they're un- 
safe seaboats.) 


One bureau—Construction and Re- 


pair—designs hulls, armor plate and 
so on. Another—Engineering—is res- 
ponsible for propulsion machinery. A 
third—Ordance—is responsible for arm 
aments.

Child Should'Be Watched by Dentist 


lo Guarantee Straight Rows 


of Teeth 


One of thc greatest contributions 


of modern scientific dentistry .to hu- 
man happiness is thc practice known 
a:; orthodontia—straightening of the 
teeth. 


A set of sound, orderly teeth, suit- 


ably adapted to thc mouth of the 
individual, is an asset not only for 
appearance but also for speech. Now 
adays, intelligent parents, -begin to 
think 
promtply about 
orthodontia 


when they observe irregularities 
in 


the child's teeth. 


Since children lose their first set 


of teeth and then get a permanent 
set, parents always want to know when 
the best time has arrived for under- 
taking orthodontic work. Dr. Don 
C. Lyons has described several group- 
ings...of crooked teeth and .indicates 
that the correct time depends on thc 
nature of the condition. 


Children who have a narrow arch 


and high palate, or roof of the mouth, 
must have their leeth bought into 
normal position by appliances which 
will expand thc arch. This proce- 
dure is started early, while the tem- 
porary molars arc 
in place, pro- 


vided these teeth still have 
fully 


developed roots. If, however, the roots 
have already started to be absorb- 
ed .then thc straightening procedure 
must be delayed until the permanent 
bicuspids arc fully in place. 


Another" group of cases is that in 


which tjic lower jaw lags behind the 
upper jaw in growth so that a re- 
ceding chin results. Here the doctor 
must determine by the use of thc X- 
ray and other studies whether thc 
receding chin is due to a lack of deve- 
lopment of the face as a whole or 
simply to underdevelop ment of the 
lower jaw bone. 


Among the worst of thc cases are 


those in which the child has difficulty 
n closing his lips, and there are others 
in which the trouble as been caused 
yy sucking te fingers. 


When children lose their first teeth 


too soon, there is a tendency toward 
deformity and thc orthodontist ap- 
plies space retainers to maintain pro- 
per space between the leeth until 
.he second teeth come in. 


The decision in every case must b,e 


nade by a dentist who understands 
these matters. Thc parent who is wise 
will take thc child to the dentist 
it the first opportunity so that grow- 
.h of the teeth mayt be watched rc^ 
;ularly from childhood through ado- 
lescence.
